The testimony >dilch is being offered to the Appropriations 
Ccunmittae indicates that although for more than a year Centijal 
Intelligence has been reporting evidence of aggressive prepa;rations 
in North Korea, no steps have been taken under the Mutual Defense 
Assistance Program to prov3.de South Korea Tfdth any eq\iipinenb| capable 
of use in resisting an invasion from the north. 

The first appropriation to support the Mutual Defense 
Assistance Program was made in October 19^9j hA no agreement was 
made iiith South Korea until January 1950. As early as December 19'i9, 
and on several occasions since, the governnent of South Korea made 
request for the delivery of air f igniters and obhar military equipment. 
None ifas delivered. 

Admiral Hillenkbeter, . Head of Central Inbelligonde, 
presented the record of his reports, nfcich were sent, according to 
his testimony, to the President, the National Security Council, the 
Secretary of State, the Secretary of Defense, and others, iu of 
these reports, some of inrtiich he read to us, clearly shotred preparations 
for attack. On Juna 20th, a specific report Tras submitted. It he Admiral 
testified, naming that the preparations for invasion Trere in high 
tarapo. 

This morning, Mr. Ohly of the State Department told the 
Canmittee that the only material shipped to South Korea nas jthat 
■which -was intended primarily for internal security, not for pi'esistance 
to an invasion from the north. General Leranitzar testified 'that only 
a few hxmdred dollars worth of equijmBnt of any kind has been sent 
under the Mutual Assistance Program. Exsept for the intemdl security 
equipnsnt in South Korea is that which was left idien our trdops departed. 


You will see that the testijnony rtiich I have sketqhily 
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summarized -will undoubtedly be used to support a charge that our policy 
ytas soft toward the CoinmiKiists in Korea. 

If I may make the suggesticw, it seems to me that nOTir is 
t1i9 time for the President to declare that it -will be the i policy of 
tJie United States gcnrernment to veto the admission of Cotanunist Oiina 
to the Security C3ouncil of the United Natiwis.
